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Provenance: Pamela Nogal loaned her collection of newspaper articles to the Lemont Public 
Library District’s archives department. The Lemont Public Library District’s archives department 
arranged the collection and digitized it. The digitized material is available via the Lemont Public 
Library’s Internet Archive page. The physical materials will remain in the hands of Pamela 


Nogal after completion of its digitization and arrangement. 


Biographical Sketch: 


Pamela Nogal was a dedicated member of the Lemont Public Library District, who served in 
various positions. She began as one of the Board of Trustees from 1979 to 1996, where one of 
her notable accomplishments was advocating for a designated space for the library in both the 
1980s and the 1990s. Her main accomplishments were passing a successful referendum to make 
the Lemont library a District library taking in the residents of Lemont township and part of 
DuPage County. She also located the land that the library stands on today and was on the board 
that made the purchase of the land. 


During this period, Pamela Nogal served as the president from 1981 to 1982 and the secretary 
from 1982 to 1988. She then went on to become the vice president of the Lemont Public 
Library’s Board from 1988 to 1994. She continues to serve the Lemont library by being an 


active member of the Friends of the Lemont Library. 


Scope and Content: 


This collection contains newspaper clippings and newspaper pages that Pamela Nogal 
collected from the 1970s to the late 1990s. These clippings trace the history of the Lemont Public 


library from its days in the Lemont High School to its move to the current location. 
Series Information: 


Series 1: 1970-1979 


This series covers newspaper clippings and pages from the years 1970 to 1979. One of 


the notable events during this time is the Lemont tornado. 


Series 2: 1980-1989 


This series focuses on the library’s era in the Lemont Township High School; it covers 
the years 1980 to 1983 and then 1987 to 1989. Notable topics include proposals to move the 
library into the school’s gymnasium, referendum attempts to expand the library’s district, and 


calls to help the library with support and funding. 
Series 3: 1990-1996 


This series covers the years 1990 to 1996. One of the notable topics covered is Pam 


Nogal’s advocacy in support of the library having its own space. 
Series 4: Miscellaneous 


This series has undated newspaper clippings that span from 1970 to 1996.
